The book deals with his involvement in the 
defection of Guy Burgess and Donald Maclean, British diplo- ✓ 
mats, as well as his life in Lebanon, and his ultimate defec-f 
tion to Russia in 1963. 
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The authors discuss the successful Interception 
decoding done by the British during World War 1 and World War 1I| 
of German radio traffic, and how these interceptions helped the 
British in both of these wars. In this connection they stated fl 
that the one thing which finally brought about the unmasKlng of * 
Philby was the investigation of two security leaks in the 
Western world, which leaks were finally Identified as Klaus 
Fuchs and Maclean.

One deeypberlng theory: 


The Duaerieal consistency of the letters' indicates that the three messages should 
be combined in a ratio of two letters from each of the long messages to one letter from 
the short message.
